bourbon whisky is spirits, can be taken out of 
an internal revenue beaded warehouso.Vn-horo 
it is placed immediately upon being put in bar- 
rels or other packages, and transported by rail 
or otherwise to any port of export under an ox- 
port bond. When tho terms of this bond aro 
complied with, that is, jvhon the whisky or 
spirits so tninsportod;reachos tho port from 
which it is to bo exported, tho bond is can- 
colod. This whiaky will then be oxpo:«d with- 
out pr.yingjmy internal revenue tax whatever. 
When it is returned, as contemplated in the 
above question, it will come into tho country 
aa a dutiable article, and -mil bo placed in a 
customs warehouse, where it can remain threo 
years, tho duty to bo paid when it is withdrawn

lilcd in 18v2, iu the case of the county of Qreen 
against the village of Monroe, il; has been in- 
ferred that a'.l the moneys derived from licenses 
for the sale of intoxicating drinks in this coun- 
ty should be paid into the county treasury. 


The decision of the supreme court depends 


upon tho construction to be given to section 
1!MJ2 of the revised statutes of 1878, which said 
section is substantially the same as section IS 
and a part of section-3 of chapter 17U, ot the 
laws ot 1874. 


lu both instauccs the court ho.; hold that there 


was "a complete revision of the laws of excise, 
and the disposition of license moneys," and 
hence a repeal "ot all previous enactments, nut 
therein rcenacted." 


Prosuiningt.bat the act by tho legislature of 


Wisconsin approved Marcli'4th, 1»7S, "to di»- 
pose o£ license mou-;yin the couuty of Kock," 
was at any time iu force, the act waa undoubt- 
edly repealed by implication in the revision of 
the general statutes of Wisconsin on Jsiovc.-m- 
ber 1st, in the year .1873. The act doca not in 
any terms confer authority upon the cities, vil- 
lages and towns to use the license moneys for 
any other purpose than iu payment of the poor 
fund, and thy act requires that a minimum of 
tifty dollars, and for less than one year" at the 
rate of h'Ety dollars, shall be paid into the 
county treasury for every 1 consc granted. The 
whole quastiou then is practically settled by 
tha supreme court decision, in thus county as in 
all counties where the county system of sup- 
porting the poor has been adopted in the lan- 
guage of the court. "In such counties all such 
moneys muet be paid by the several town, vil- 
lage and city treasurers therein into the couuty 
treasury scmi-annually on receipt thereof; and 
the same shall so lav as necessary be applied M 
defraying the expense of the support ot tho 
poor of said county; but no part of such mon- 
eys in such counties can be legally applied by 
any town, village or or city treasurer to defray- 
ing the expense ot the eupport of the poor 
therein, much less for any other purpose." 
Whatever may be claimed as to tha moral obli- 
gations iu the case the supreme court decision 
has placed beyond the reach ot controversy 
that "the couuty supervisors in counties having 
adopted tho county system of supporting the 
poor, have no legal right by ordinance or other- 
wise to divert such license money; but must bo 
far as necessary, apply the same to the defray- 
ing of the expense ot supporting the poor of

Marshal Hogau makes it 
his business to be at tho depots on tho 
arrival ot every train, and it any tramps 
are found, lie orders them to leave the 
city, and he has been very successful in 
getting rid of many in this manner. Tho 
tramps are generally sent south; aud it is 
a notorious fact, that most of those sent 
by way of Beloit, have been arrested m 
fnat city, and sent back to tho county 
•Uii.I'or a few days' board; the fees and 
miioage of the officars, amounting to 
more than tho board of the'tramp at the 
jail.
